DENVER, Colo., Sept. (Ire Denver Re-

dollar is more than forty years old. We won it önce against the Na- 
tional banks under the lead of Old Hickory, and by his bones, we'll 
win it again.”—Senator Palmer in State Register, Jan. 20, 1878. 
“Scratch an opponent of the coinage of silver and you will find a 
supporter of the national bank system, and you won’t be obliged to 
scratch very hard.’’—Senator Palmer in State Register, Jan. 25, 


1878. 


“Tt is all very well to abuse the friends of the silver dollar as infla- 
tionists, thieves, repudiators, and all that sort of thing, but really 
the friends of the gold dollar ought to pay the same attention to the 
members of the convention who framed the-United States Constitu- 
tion and who made the silver dollar the unit and standard of value in 
this country.”—Senator Palmer in State Register, Jan. 24, 1878. 

“Tf there is any dollar more honest than the silver dollar of 
87 1-4 grains (of pure silver) it has not been discovered in the cent- 
ury or more that the nation has existed. If there can be any such 
thing as a dishonest dollar that miserable sham trick and travesty of 
a coin, a gold dollar, exactly fills that designation.”—Senator Palmer

These are but a very few of such articles uttered by Senator Palmer during 
his ownership of the State Register at that time, Hundreds of others, equally

AT SOUTH BEND. 


An Enormous Audience Listened to the 
Democratic Nominee. 


Mr. Bryan spoke last night here to an au- 
dience of 25,000 people. He was introduced 
by Benjamin F. Shively, Democratic can- 
didate for Governor of Indiana. He spoke 
in part as follows: 

„Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
About a year ago I had the privilege of 
visiting this city as a guest at the invita- 


tion of your townsman, who was then rep- 
resenting this district in Congress, and it 
gratifies me very much on this, my second 
visit, to find him the candidate of our party 
for Governor of the State of Indiana. am 
glad to greet again the people of this city, 
and in the short time that I may be able to 
speak to you. I desire to discuss that ques- 
tion which is uppermost in the minds of all 
of you, the money question. If I should at- 
tempt to discuss * other issue, I am sure 
that I would not be able to interest you 
so well as if I devote my entire time to the 
subject of free coinage and how it is to af- 
fect your interests. 

“Our opponents are in the habit of de- 
claring that a question like the money ques- 
tion was too deep to be considered by the 
masses of our people, but our Government 
is based on the theory that the American 
people have not only the patriotism, but the 
intelligence necessary to sit in judgment 
upon any question which can arise. (Ap- 
plause.) When I find a man who says that 
the money question is too complicated for 

ou, I generally find a man who says that 
t is just about complicated enough for 
him. (Laughter.) When you find a man 
who says the money fuestion is too deep 
for you, and when I’ find a man who is 
just about deep enough for himself, and 
when I find a man who does not want you 
to bother yourself about such questions, I 
find a man who is willing to take upon his 
shoulders the burden of doing your think- 
ing and your acting on all occasions. 

And I have found that a man who as- 
sumes to be so much better than others that 
he is able to relieve them from all the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, is the man who 
cannot be trusted to look out for anyone 
except himself. (Applause.) A person who 
has so high an opinion of himself as to 
think that he only can act intelligently upon 
the money question is generally a man who 
thinks his own interests\are so much su- 
perior to the interests of anybody else that 
anyone’s interests are not to be considered 
but his own in any legislation upon the 
theory that you are not able to decide for 
yourselves ‘how this question affects you. 
J want to talk about some questions, in 
order that you may better answer them in 
your conversations with your neighbors. I 
suppose there are several different classes 
of people here to-night. There may be those 
who believe in a gold standard because they 
are benefited by a rise in the dollar. If 
there are any such, I am not very hopeful 
of bringing them to bimetallism. I have 
learned that, as a rule, people are inclined 


they find that a thing is 5 for them- 
selves they take it for granted that it is good 
for others, and when a man makes up his 
mind that a gold standard is good for him- 
self, he is generally willing to take it for 
granted that it is good for ag Se ages eise. 
I say that if there are any here o are 
benefited by a gold standard I am not hope- 
ful of converting them. 

“If, however, there are those who have 
advocated the gold standard under a mis- 
taken idea that it would be a good thing 
for them, I h I may be able 'to lead them 
to a better understanding of the subject. If 
there are bimetallists here who have been 
troubled by questions put to them which 
they could not readily answer, I desire to 
suggest answers to some of these questions 
in order to aid you in your work o read- 
ing this gospel. If there are those o be- 
lieve in bimetallism, I desire to deepen 
that conviction, so if you came here saying 
that bimetallism ought to be restored, 
want you to go away declaring that bi- 
metallism must be restored. 


“Now the first question to be considered 
is, ‘What is an honest dollar?“ We hear 
people talking about honest money. What 
do they. mean by honest money? Did you 
ever hear an advocate of the gold standard 
give the definition of an honest dollar? I 
will tell you the definition which you gen- 
2 hear. It is th : An honest dollar is 
8 lar which, when melted loses none of 
i value. That is what they tell you is an 

onest dollar. I waht to say to you, my 
* e that the man who gives you that 
eaten of an honest dollar has yet to 
earn the first principles of monetary sci- 
ence. (Great applause.) An honest dollar 
is the dollar ‘which retains the same general 
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“T Save simply given the iliustration. I 
have taken the 100 to divide and multipl 
with. I might have en or 1,000, 
because the definition that is.given by the 
advocates of a money, as they call 

selves, makes 
— power of the dollar. Whether dollars 
rise or fall is immaterial o them, accord- 
ing to the definition which they give. 

“In a Southern State, in a joint ‘debate, 
about a year ago, my opponent said to me: 
‘Don’t you know that if we have free coin- 
age of silver and it drives the gold out of 
circulation, it will take 15 years to coin 
enough silver to 22 the place of gold? 
What would you do?’ 

There I wa, away off from home, among 
strangers. (Laughter.) I did not have time 
to think. I had to answer at once, and 80 
I just blurted out that I would make more 
mints, (Laughter and applause.) He had 
never thought of the possibility of making 
more mints. Men calculating upon fifteen 
years of suffering! Why, my friends, it 
seems to me that the smallest child would 
say that rather than suffer for fifteen years 
we would make more mints and coin more 
money, if the people needed it. (Applause.) 

“But there is another part of that prop- 
osition. The man who made this statement 
wound up by saying that during these fif- 
teen years money would be so scarce that a 
silver dollar would be hard to get and a 
higher-priced dollar, measured by property, 
than a gold dollar is now. That is the 
worst of all absurdities. Just think of it. 

hy, gentlemen, you know that if silver 
would drive gold out it would“ be because 
silver was cheaper than gold. I say if you 
could imagine ch a contingency, if you 
could think for one moment that silver 
would be dearer than gold, then the gold 
would come back and drive the silver out. 
(Applause.) 


“But let me speak a moment on this flood 
of money. Did you ever stop to reason ou: 
how the free colnage of silver would hurt 
this country? Now, am not anxious 
to hurt tthe country. I ex t to live in this 
country, whether I live office or out. 
I have tried to reason out; I have tried to 
examine and find out in what way the free 
coinage of silver was going to ruin this 
country. Let us suppose ourselves under a 
free coinage of silver—how could we be in- 
ured by the foreigner who brings silver 

ere? Let us suppose it were the worst 
foreigner we could imagine, a foreigner who 
hates us worse than any man on earth. 
Suppose he came here to us under free coin- 
age to hurt us. How could he do it? Why, 
you say he could bring silver and have 
it coined. 

“But how could he hurt us in that — 4 
Suppose he brought @nough silver to make 
a thousand dollars. He would take it to the 
mint and we would put the stamp on it 
and make it full legal dollars. He came 
with silver bullion and it is converted into 
a silver coin and the coin is his. 

Now let him start on his mission of the 
destruction of our laws. Well, I was going 
to suggest in the first place that he might 
take the money and go home. What would 
be the effect? We would have lost the cost 
of coinage and he would have lost the 
freight on silver both ways, and we can 
stand that longer than he can. (Applause.) 

What else could he do? He could just 
give us this money and go home, We can 
stand that longer than he can. (Applause 
and 1 What else could he do? 
know what you are thinking about. I do 
not claim to be a mind-reader, and yet, if 
there is a gold standard man in the audi- 
ence to-night I can tell what he is think- 
ing about. He is thinking that that man 
will bring his silver here and have it con- 
verted into silver dollars, have it exchanged 
for gold dollars and have it taken away. 
They say that would be dangerous. Where 
will he get the gold? He can’t exchange 
silver for gold until he can find the gold. 
You say he will take it to the Government 
and ask the Government to give gold in 
exchange. Under bimetallism he does not. 
The Government agrees to convert silver 
bullion into silver dollars and gold bullion 
into gold dollars, but it does not agree to 
make silver into gold or gold into silver. 
(Cheers.) Under monometalligm the Gov- 
— tries to redeem one money in an- 
other. 

‘So, then, this man could not bring his 
silver here and have it converted into dol- 
lars and then exchange it for gold at the 
mint, unless the Government wanted to 
do it, and the Government would not want 
to do it, if to do so would hurt the American 
people; provided we had a Secretary of 
the Treasury who thought more of the 
American people than he did of syndi- 
cates.“ (Great applause.)

500 of the employes, not one in twenty of 
whom favored the Wall Street standard, 
attended the meeting of the “Sound Money”’ 
Club. 

President John Scullin did not consider

DRIVING GOLD TO EUROPE. 

The effect of our policy of discrimina- 
tion against silver has been to drive gold 
from the country and increase the gold 
holdings of European banks while at the 
Same time it has driven down the prices 
of our exports. : 

This is not a matter of theory, but of 
fact. L’Economiste European, an author- 
ity which no banker is likely to chal- 
lenge, states the amount of gold in 
European banks of issue Dec. 31, 1890, 
at $936,918,000, while on June 4 this year 
it stood at $1,572,000000—an increase of 
two-thirds in the six years. 

This has operated to contract our cur- 
fency and it has been accompanied by a 
steady rise in the price of the gold dollar. 
With gold reckoned at 100 in 1873, it had 
risen to 115.09 by Jan. 1, 1883, and to 144.72 
by Oct. 1, 1893. On April 1, this year, it 
stood at 162. So that, accompanying the 
two-thirds increase in the stock of gold 
hoarded in European banks, there has 
been since the demonetization of silver 
by this country almost a two-thirds in- 
Grease in the power of the gold dollar to 
purchase silver bullion and commodities 
which fall in price as gold is forced up 
and silver down. 

A very simple calculation will show 
any one what this means to the States 
which export wheat, cotton, corn and 
provisions. Our exports of cotton, corn, 
wheat, flour, bacon and hams, lard, pork, 
beef, tobacco and cheese brought us in 
1894 but $510,000,000 of European money, 
while at the prices of 1873 they would 
have brought $830,815,000. Our exports of 
the samé articles in 1895 brought us but 
$452,719,000, while at the prices of 1873 they 
would have brought us $932,091,000. 

Taking the two years together, the 
prices we would have got on the bimetal- 
lic standard of 1873 would have almost 
doubled the prices we did get on the gold 
basis of 1896. 

This makes it perfectly clear why the 
stock of gold fn European banks has 
been increasing so rapidly. As the prices 
of our exports are forced down, it takes 
two bushels of wheat to pay a debt to 
Europe which could have been paid in 
one bushel twenty-five years ago. Hence, 
as we get less for our exports, we have 
to make good the difference by paying 
out gold to our European creditors—to 
whom under this system we are forced 
deeper and deeper in debt every year. 

In our cities, throughout the United 
States, and especially in the cities of the 
Mississippi Valley, the wages of labor, 
the profits of merchants, the earnings of 
professional men, depend chiefly on the 
prices received for the exportable surplus 
of our farms and mines. We really pro- 
duce nothing in a city like St. Louis on 
which it is possible to live. What we 
do produce receives its value only from 
exchange with those who produce food, 
fuel.and the cotton and wool which makes 
our clothing. If these have money 
enough to buy what we produce or offer 
for sale in the cities, then they become 
our customers, we get their money, and 
its circulation in the cities gives employ- 
ment to an increasing numb ot men at 
rising wages, while gli lines of business, 
from dealing in real estate to blacking 
boots and crying newspapers for sale on 
the street, grow more active because 
cf the increased volume of money in 
circulation. 
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BOLTERS CROWN THEIR KING. 

A convention of bolters has nominated 
for President the most confirmed and per- 
sistent bolter in history: Men without 
& party have selected as their candidate 
the historical man without a party. 

This is John M. Palmer’s sixth bolt. 
The first was from the Democratic party. 
The second was from the Illinois Repub- 
lican Senatorial caucus which had nom- 
inated Lincoln for Senator. The third 
was from the army of the United States 
in front of Atlanta. The fourth was 
from the Republican nomination of Grant 
in 1872. The fifth was from the Populist 
platform he indorsed at Springfield in 
1891. 5 

It is hardly necessary to inquire what 
is the platform upon which such a candi- 
date now stands. It must be admitted, 
however, that the platform fits the can- 
didate. It arraigns the Democratic, the 
Republican and the Populist parties, with 
all of which Palmer has, at some time 
in his career, broken faith. It seems to 
have been constructed with a view to the 
accommodation of a man.with a grudge 
against every form of political belief 
which has ever found expression or ad- 
vocacy in our politics. 

To do this the convention has fallen 
into some most gross and palpable ab- 
‘surdities. Take, for instance, the plank 
asserting. that the Republican demand for 
higher tariffs grows out of dwindling rev- 
enues. It is declared that dwinding rev- 
enues are caused by stagnation in trade, 
but, realizing the danger of = a true 
statement as an argument against the 
existing gold standard, tie platform 
charges the stagnation in trade to “the 
Populist threat of free coinage” and Re- 
publican extravagance.” These grotesque 
inconsistencies lead naturally to the ab- 
surdity of saying: “We denounce protec- 
tion and its ally, free coinage of silver, 
as schemes forthe personal profit of the 
few at the expense of the many.” Here 
we have the charge that the Democratic 
and Republican parties are in league; that 
their antagonistic principles are harmoni- 
ous and concordant; that McKinley, Bry- 
an and the Populists are political friends 
and allies and all of them enemies of 
Palmer, the only just and virtuous man 
in politics. Can fatuity go further than 
this? 

As to Populism, Mr. Bryan does not 
star d upon the Ocala platform, and Mr. 
Palmer does. It is a matter of history 
and record that in 1691, to secure the 
votes of Cockrell and Moore, the Popu-

After a while a cough sets in, at 
first dry, but after a few months it is attended 
with a greenish colored expectoration. The pa- 
tient feels tired all the while, and sleep does not 


seem to afford any rest. After a time he becomes 


nervous, irritable and gloomy, and has evil fore- 
bodings. There is a giddiness, a sort of whirling 
sensation in the head when rising up suddenly. 
The bowels become costive; the skin is dry and 
hot at times; the blood becomes thick and stag- 
nant; the whites of the eyes become tinged with 
yellow; the urine is scanty and high colored, de- 
positing a sediment after standing. There is fre- 
quently a spitting up of the food, sometimes with 
a sour taste and sometimes with a sweetish taste; 
this is frequently attended with palpitation of the 
heart; the vision becomes impaired with spots be- 
fore the eyes; there is a feeling of great prostra- 
tion and weakness. All of these symptoms are in 
turn present. It is thought that nearly one-third of 
our population has this diease in some of its varied 
forms. It bas been found that medical men have 
mistaken the nature of this disease. Some have 
treated it for a Liver Complaint, some for Dyes

NEW YORK WILD CAT STILL. 


It Flourished Until Thursday in East 
Seventy-Ninth Street. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. é 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—One of the most 
extensive illicit distilleries ever found in 
New York was raided yesterday morning 
at No. 416 Bast Seventy-ninth street. Its 
capacity was 50 gallons of spirits a day, 
which, when rectified, would produce abeut 
400 gallons of the dyed fluid handed over 
the bar where whisky is called for at the 
less impos Saloons of the city. 

If such a“moonshine distillery was con- 
ducted in the mountains of Tennessee it 
would be in a cave protected by guards, 
armed with Winchesters. The New York 
establishment, however, was conducted so 
openly that any passer-by along Seventy- 
ninth street could lock in the windows. It 
was in the basement of a five-story flat 
building, in as respectable a neighborhood 
as there is in New York. 

The other tenants of the building were 
not suspicious of the three Russians who 
last winter rented the basement of the 
building and commenced the manufacture 
of what they said were soda water syrups. 
These men gave as their names Fischi 
Shapuro, Loeb Wolfinger and Max Segal. 
They went to work in their little establish- 
ment every morning at 6 o’clock and stayed 
until late at night. 

The first to become suspicious was 
2 Deputy Internal Revenue Collector Joseph 
to] E. Nejedly. He investigated and report- 
ed to Revenue Agent A. H. Brooks. They 
ascertained that the three men were at 
work yesterday morning, and, battering 
down the front door, they caught the 
three in the masa room.

In a big reser- 
voir there were 50 gallons of the red hot 
liquid ready for the market. Next to the 
distillery was the room.
